THE SOURCE OF THE NILE. 

The great problem of the Source of the Nile, whictt 
has occupied the attention of the world during so many 
ages, may now be considered as definitively solved. 
The number of the Proceedings of the Geographical 
Society just published contains the report of a meeting 
of the Society, at which Captain Speke (who had only 
returned to England two days previously) gave an ac- 
count of his travels in the centre of the Atrican Con- 
tinent. Speaking of Captain Burton and himself he 
says :— 

After arriving at Zanzibar we had to wait a con- 
siderable time, some months, until the masika, or 
rainy scason, would be over before we could pene- 
trate into the interior. At the close of this 
season Captain Burton and myself left Zanzibar with a 
caravan, mustering about eighty men, having previously 
sent on some supplies in anticipation of our arrival 
Unable to collect a sufficient caravan for the covvey- 
ance of our kit, we purchased a number of dona*ys 
(about thirty.) Thus completed, and with an escart ot 
twelve Belooch soldiers, given us by Prince Majid, we 
commenced our journey Westward, and arrived at Zun- 
gomero, a village situated under the coast range, whiett 
struck us as bearing a good comparison with the Wes- 
tern ghauts of India. We might call this range tlie 
Eastern ghauts ot Africa. There we were detained by 
severe illness a considerable time. Afterwards we cross- 
ed these Eastern ghauts, the maximum altitude of 
which I ascertained to be about 6,000 feet. On the 
Western side of this longitudinal chain of hills we 
alighted on an elevated plateau, an almost dead flat, 
ranging from 3,000 to 4,000 feet above the sea. Here 
we cold easterly winds, continuing through tho 
entire year. 

Proceeding onwards, we arrived at the Tanganyika 
Lake, called by the Arabs, Sea Ujiji, a iocal name, taken 
from the country on the eastern margin of the lake, 
whither they go to traffic for ivory and slaves. ‘This 
lake is in a singular synclinal ye ery ; I found its 
elevation to be only 1,800 feet ; whereas the surround~ 
ing country (the u), as I said before, averaged from 
8,000 to 4,000 feet. The lake is encircled at its northern . 
extremity by ahalf-moon shaped range of hills, the 
height of which I estimated to be at least 6,000 feet. They 
may extend to a height much greater thanthat. After 
exploring this lake we returned by the former route 
to Unvanyémbe, an Arab depot, situated in latitude 5 
deg. south, and abont 33 deg. east longitude. My core 
panion Captain Burton, unable to proceed further, 
remained here ; whilst I, taking sufficient provisions 
for a of six weeks, made a rapid march due north, 
to ude 2deg. 30 min. south; and there discovcred 
the southern extremity of the Nyanza, a lake called 
by the Arabs Ukerrwe, a local name for an island on it. 
to which the merchants go in quest of ivory. The 
altitude of this lake is equal to the general, 
(4,000 feet,) even more than the average heig 
plateau land we traversed.

Is insanity a crime, or is it simply infliction 
of Providence brought on by known unknown 
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causes? Nodefinition can possibly comprise the 
variable characters which this malady is liable to 
assume. No man, however high in station or pure 
in principle, is secure, not metely from sanity, but 
from the imputation of it, and consequently from its 
multiform and grievous penaltjes. Penalties, we 
say, for insanity with us is punished as ia violation 
of law. To pronounce a man mad, is to warn all 
men against associating with him. It is to make 
him a pariah of society, and to banish him from in- 
tercourse with his fellow-men, as the leper of me- 
diceval times.

The 
Jurymen are not to be induced to pronounce against 
a man by any representation of his position in con- 
sequence of their verdict. What would be thought 
of the criminal lawyer who should say to the Jury 
upon a criminal case, “I am happy to tell you that 
great changes have been made in our criminal pri- 
sons; they are airy, lightsome, well ventilated, and 
cheerful. The prisoner will have good food and 
the best medical attendance ; everything will be done 
for his instruction and reformation, and in fact 
to find him guilty will beto save him from 
himself?” No criminal lawyer has ever yet dared 
to address a Jury in such terms; no criminal 
judge has permitted an advocate to wheedle 
from them a verdict of guilty, by picturing the very 
questionable happiness of the individual they con- 
demn. One question, and one question only,---the 
sanity or insanity of the prisoner, comes properly be- 
fore the jury in a lunacy case, and they are not to be- 
lieve, while the judge is silent, that the welfare of 
the prisoner would be best consulted for by their pro- 
nouncing a verdict either for or against him. 


Twelve independent citizens of Dublin, men en- 
gaged in commerce and monetary speculations, sat 
upon that trial. They heard, without a word of re- 
mark, without a single expression of astonishment, an 
argument falling from the lips of a Queen’s Council, 
which, we assert, would cut at the root of all com- 
mercial speculation if logically carried out. The jury 
were told that if they found Captain Crosbie insane, 
the effect would be to clear him from a 
mass of debt. We ask the public in general, 
and the legal profession in particular, was 
it right, was it constitutional or legal, to allow this 
motive for condemnation to have weight with a jury 
in atrial respecting a debtor’s insanity?

Mr. Bright himself was, if we mistake not, 
at no very remote date willing to assent to Lord John 
Russell’s plan of a 6/. suffrage in boroughs, and a 10/ 
qualification in counties. Why, then, this tremendous out- 
burst at Rochdale? Why this incendiary appeal to popu- 


gentleman who had just been invited to join her Majesty’s 
Government? We will quote a specimen of Mr 
Bright’s oratory on Wednesday, that our readers may 
judge for themselves of the honesty of his conclusions, 
andthe mode in which he distorts even matters of 
nniversal experience to his own purposes :---“ Why 
goto Italy with your sympathies? Why even declaiin 
against Austria? Why spend years in the abuse of 
Russia? Why be constantly pointing the finger of 
scorn to the kingdom of Naples? Five out of every six 
of your countrymen have no more legal power over the 
Government and the acts of the Governraent of your 
country thanif they were Austriahs,or Russians, or 
subjects of the King of Naples” (cheers). 

Now what are the inferences plainly suggested here? 
That the people of England haveas much reason to be 
discontented with the rule of the upper classes as the 
Italians to rise against the oppression of foreigners ; 
that the labouring classes of this country are on a level 
with the Russian serf ; and that the Government of this 
kingdom is as arbitrary and degrading to the nation as 
the priest -ridden monarchy of Naples. This is not openly 
said, itis true. Its direct assertion would commit the 
speaker to too flagrant a violation of truth. But it is 
implied by covert insinuation ; and Englishmen, to every 
one of whom the highest position is open that can 
be bestowed under. an hereditary Sovereign who have 
perfect liberty of thought and action, who have free 
discussion in the press and on the platform, and against 
whom individually the arm of the law can never be 
raised unless they annoy their neighbours or society, 
are taunted with their indifference to their own 
degradation, The taunt is qualified by the phrase 
“legal power,” but that is a mere verbal quibble. No 
one knows better than Mr. Bright that there is noclass 
insociety which is not constantly exercising a power- 
ful moral influence over the acts of the Legislature; and 
that whilst even universal suffrage cannot increvse indi- 
vidual control over the State, there is in our varied 
system ofrepresentation a more complete reflex of the 
mind of the nation than could be obtained if 
the most extravagant theories of democracy were 
realized. 

But Mr. Bright hasemployed an argument to sup- 
port his theory of the non-representation of the people 
by the present parliamentary system which touches us 
individually. He tells us it is absurd to suppose that 
the majority of 13 in the House of Commons represents 
the real difference between the respective strength of 
Toryism and Liberalism throughout the country ; and 
he adduces the small circulation of Tory newspapers as 
a proof of his assertion. Now we answer, that the 
line of demarcation between what Mr. Bright is pleased 
to term Tory and Liberal principles is arbitrarily 
drawn, and that his whole argument -rests on 
false data. The object is palpable; it is to 
associate the word Conservative with the stationary 
and anti-progressive principles which have been so long 
made the bugbear of Englishmen under the obsolete 
term of Toryism. But the opposition offered by the 
Liberal portion of the English press to the late 
Ministry was one, for the .most part,of party, not of 
principles. Unaided by the Tinies it would have been 
comparatively insignificant. And how far the Times 
was actuated by any definitive principles in the-course 
it adopted whilst Lord Derby was in power, it is 
easy to say. Gradually but steadily the filse impres- 
sion conveyed by the term Toryism is dying out, propor- 
tionately with the spread of the opinion that amongst the 
true Conservatives of the day there is to be found all 
that is real and permanent in Liberalism. If, however, 
the circulation of newspapers is to be made a test of the 
strength of party, we invite Mr. Bright to an interview 
with our own publisher. He may learn, perhaps, from 
him some forcible truths as to the vitality and progress of 
Conservative principles of the present day. And if 
he can. take a hint, he may try and persuade his Man- 
chester friends that the success of a cheap paper does 
not entirely depend on the violence of its attacks upon 
sonatitesed, authority, and its appeals to the prejudices of 
the mob; but that a steady attachment to the principles 
of the constitution, an earnest advocacy of safe progress, 
a faithful defence of the interests and rights otf all clas- 
ses of Englishmen, will secure an attention which the 
organs of extreme Radicalism can never hope to attain.

THE LONDON RIFLE BRIGADE. 


The rules of this new corps have been issued. The 
following are the principal practica! rules :— 

“ That the brigade shall be formed of two classes of 
members—viz., enrolled and honorary. The enrolled 
members, consisting of effective, non-effective, and su- 
pernumerary, are subject to the provisions of the Act 
44 Geo. III., cap. 54, and to all regulations which have 
been or shall be issued by the Secretary for War, and 
to the rules and regulations of the London Rifle 
Brigade. | 

“ That every enrolled volunteer, upon his enrolment, 
shall pay one guinea entrance fee, and be prepared to 
give two references as to his respectability : but after 
the first formation, future candidates for admission 
must be proposed by three gentlemen, two at least of 
whom shall be members of the corps, subject to the ap- 
proval of the commanding officer. 

“That the annual subscription of enrolled members shall 
be one guinea paid in advance, but every attendance at the 
weekly parade beyond the minimum number prescribed by 
the Act shall be considered as equivalent to 6d, and credited 
to the volunteer in reduction of his next year’s sub- 
scripton. i 

“The uniform and accoutrements required by the 
members—consisting of tunic, trousers, shoulder and 
waist belts, pouches, shako, plume and badge, forage 
cap, and cover and badge—can be obtained for 
£5 5s. 

“ That honorary members shall consist of all subscri- 
bers of not less than £1010s in one payment, ora 
yearly subscription of £2 2s, who will be entitled, sub- 
ject to rules and regulations, to practice on the ground 
when not required by effective members, and to vote at 
the general meeting of the brigade ; bnt it is not com- 
pulsory uponthem to provide themselves with the 
uniforms of the corps, and they are not required to en- 
rol themseves. 

“In case of a vacancy occurring among the commis- 
sioned officers, a board shall be assembled, composed of 
one field officer, two captains, and the adjutant, to re- 
ceive applications and select the most efficient for the 
commanding officer to recommend to the Court of Lieu- 
tenancy for promotion. 

“ That there shall be an annual rifle gathering, at 
which challenge silver medals, to be held and worn 
durirg the ensuing year, shall be given to those volun- 
teers who are reported by the commanding officer as 
the best shots in their respective companies. The 
medal to become the property of any volunteer who 
remains three years successively the best shot in his 
company. 

“That there shall bea gold challenge medal, for which 
the best shot in each company shall compete, the meda: 
to become the property of the rifleman who can retair 
it for three years successively. 

“That there shall be an annual prize offered for the 
best shot in England. All competitors must be effectiv« 
members of volunteer corps, and produce certificates to 
that effect, signed by their commanding officers. 

“That none but effective volunteers, returned as fit 
for ranks, shall be permitted to compete for any prize 
offered by the council. No member of the brigade shal 
be allowed to enter for any prize until his subscription. 
and all other sums due, be paid upin full. 

“That the weekly parade shall take place on Satur- 
day afternoon, but the opportunity of attending instruc- 
tion drill and rifle practice shall be afforded to the volun- 
teers daily, at the hours most suitable to themselves. 

“ Each member is held responsible for the due preser- 
vation (fair wear and tear excepted) of arms or accoutre- 
ments which may be issued by her Majesty’s govern- 
ment or provided by the funds of the sys 

“ The commanding officer is empowered to inflict (but 

it is hoped that it w 1 never be necessary to put this rule in 
force) the following fines :---Loading without orders, or 
firing out of time, 5s.; discharging a rifle accidentally, 
presumed through carelessness, 58.; pointing the rifle. 
loaded or unloaded, at ma casi without orders, 2s. 6d 
talking in the ranks, 2s. 6d.

The general amnesty which the Emperor has just ac- 
corded to all political offenders is quite in keeping with 
the rest of his conduct, it was perfectly unexpected, as 
much so amongst the loving «imirers of the empire and 
its system as by the denizens of Leicester Square, the 
inmates of St. Pelagie, and the miserable convicts toil- 
ing in the deadly marshes of Cayenne. The French 
journals are universal in their praise of this liberal 
action and a quotation from one paper would serve as a 
quotation from all no matter how far the distance exist- 
ing between their general opinions. The war has cer- 
tainly been brought to a close in a blaze of popular 
triumph, sad the Emperor in re-admitting into his king- 
dom those hot elements of sedition which have 
waged a perpetual war against his dynasty, wishes 
to show to France and to Europe, the implicit confidence 
he places in the love of his people. It has been tov much 
the custom for English journals to ascribe to every act 
of Napoleon [IL, some deep political machination, des- 
tined to be brought into play at some later period, and 
I should not wonder to see thislast act of grace tortured 
into some horrid Machiavellian plan. The trne reason, 
I believe, to be frat this: that Napoleon is strong, 

I 


and that the con#pirators, if their hearts are not changed 
by the Emperor’A generosity, are weak. Then in Eng- 
land, they plot in secrecy and security, whilst on: e again 
French subjects, and living on French soil, they would 
become liable to all the pains and penaltles of revolu- 
tionists attempting to destroy a popular government. 
Louis Napoleon gains a great deal of praise 
and incurs very little risk. Victor Hugo, dra 
Rollin,and M. Cremieux and many other men of 
well known ability, will, | have no doubt, sufficiently 
understand the amnesty to accept it in its proper spirit if 
they accept itat all. An amusing incident appertain- 
ing to his dissatisfied subjects is related of Frederic the 
Great, who allowed great liberty of speech tu his people 
in consideration for the heavy burdens he placed 
on their backs. One day riding along he saw a crowd of 
people reading a placard which he was told was a most 
Violent attack upon himself. Being informed of the 
name of the writer he asked how many men he could 
bring into the field and then good humorouedly ordered the 
placard to be placed in a more’ conspicious position. 
The great soldi r who got. the better of Voltaire knew 
he had little to fear from the writers of political 
aquibs, 

The state of Italy is anything but assuring, and there 
are those who assert that Italy is only waiting to know 
the result of the conferences of Zurich, to commence a 
serious revolutionary movement. While Italy is thus 
dreaming away her time, her visions of ifberty will pass, 
and another holy alliance, a treaty between kings and 
against peoples, will be signed, sealed, and delivered. 
It would be funny, but it is not quite impossible, to see 
Prince Napoleon step into one of the thrones of Northern 
Italy, in imitation of transactions which took place 
under the first empire.

ST. DOULOUGH'8, COUNTY DUBLIN. 


The preliminary meeting, with the object of pre- 
serving this venerable abbey church, was held at the 
Royal Irish Academy on Friday, last when the accurate 


report of Mr. John 8, Sloane; C.E. architect, as to the 
tepairs required, and his estimate of the cost of execut- 
ing such, were read by him at the request of the meet- 
ing, who unanimously adopted those documents as the 
basis of operations. It was agreed to print the report, 
and circulate it, with an interesting memoir of the 
building, written, and presented in 200 copies, by the 
Rev. W. Reeves, D.D., V.P.R.LA. Copies of each, and 
Mr, Allen’s large photagrapic sketch, will be pre- 
sented to each subscriber of £1 and upwards. 

Thanks, so justly due, were voted to those gentlemen 
for such valuable aids to the work of preservation. 

The following committee was appointed with power 
to increase their number :---Viscount Dungannon, 
Viscount Monck, Lord Talbot de Malahide, the Church 
Wardens of St. Doulough’s Parish (Capt me /: and®Dr. 
Knipe) the Very Rev. Dean of Clonfert, Rev. Dr. Todd, 
P.R.LA., Dr. Petrie, V.P.R.I.A., John Henry Parker, 
of Oxford, the Rev. R. Barton, (Precentor of Christ 
Church, and Patron of St. Donlough’s _ benefice,) 
the Rev. W. De Burgh, D. D. Sandymount 
the Rev. J. W. Stubbs, F.T.C.D., the Rev. John 
Russel, A.M., Belcamp, St. Doulough’s, the Rev. 
B. W. Adams, Cloghran Rectory, the Rev. W. Black 
Raheny Rectory; the Rev. J. H. Monahan, Prebendary 
of St Michans; H. Rutherford, Esq., St. Doulough’s, 
the Rev. E. 8. Abbott,-Rector of St. Mary's; the Rev. W. 
Sloane Evans, Totness, Devon; the Kev. C, B. Knox, 
Rathfriland, Co, Down; the Rev J. C. Flood, Holywood, 
Co. Down; with the Secretaries, the Rev. Wm. Studdart 
Kennedy, M.A., Incumbent of St. Duulough’s; and the 
Rev. Wm. Reeves, D.D.,V.P.,R.1.A., Vicar of Lusk. It 
was resulved to request Lord Talbot de Malahide to be- 
come Treasures of subscription which will be received, 
and forwarded to his lordship, by any of the committee. 
The Secretaries are to communicate these proceedings to 
the Archbishop of Dublin, soliciting his grace’s sanc- 
tion. Thanks were voted to the Council of the Royal 
Irish Academy tor the use of the Board room on the 
occasion, and the meeting adjourned to the first Satur- 
day in October, for the Committee to report progress. 
Mr. Sloane’s statement of repairs required, was as fol- 
lows :— 

“ At the request of the Rev. Studdart Kennedy I 
visited the ancient building of St. Douough’sin this. 
County, on the 2nd of June last, and made a 
survey of same, with the view of laying before 
you a statement of what is required to place the 
building in a state of repairs sufficent to insvre 
its presenvation for many years hence ; and 1 have pre- 
pared drawings to exhibit the appearance of the building 
extemally, when these repairs shall have been made. 
Commencing with the cell in which is the suppused 
tomb, [ find that there are eight openings, now, wholly 
or in part blocked up with masonry ; those I propose 
to have filled with metal sashes glazed in frames with 
moderutely strong glass. I propose to repair the tomb 
by restoring the caretto moulding, a portion of which 
remains, and flagging over the top would hack off the 
plastering which appears modern, wedge up the -ault 
with slates in Portland cement, giving the wholea_ tho- 
rough cleansing. I propose to adopt the same course 
with the next apartment which I call the refee orv, 
thoroughly repairing the vault and cementing it with 
Portland cement, and to impart extra s‘rength, I would 
tile the floor of the apartment over it with a layer of 
fine clay tiles, laid in cement. I would also repair the 
stairs in this part of the buil ling. and rebuild the para- | 
pet wall to a height of about two feet nine inches, 
which would not interfere with the light from the prin- 
cipal south window, the hagiascope to be glazed with 
glass ; the different cup-boards I would have repaired ; 
andthe Piscina restored to its original nichein the south 
wall, in the long appartment over therefectory. I propose 
plastering the vault with Portland cement, and form- 
ing the curve, as far as possible, to its original shape ; 
the pieces of concrete with which it is composed, afford- 
ing an excellent key for the plasterer. I wold repair 
the seat o! the south window, and restore the west win- 
dow to correspond with the east ; repairing its seat also, 
and restoring the steps that lead up to the floor of the 
west end, over the small mezzanine cell which is over 
the tomb cell. As for the exterior, [ propose raking out 
all the old joints caretully, and re-jointing the cement. 
The only portion that is at all ruinous is the western cor- 
ner, and that [ would have shoved up, each stone care- 
fully removed, and re-set exactly in its proper position., 
The battlements of the tower should be all repaired 
the stone roofs re-pointed in cement, and all vegetation 
carefully removed.” The amount of Mr. Sloane’s esti- 
mate for these necessary repairs is under £150. 

He concluded his report thus :--“ I propose to erecta 
railing to face off the western corner of the building 
from the public; it may be perceived that I have 
avoided any attempt at restoration, excepting, as in the 
parapet of the tower, I could do so without any doubt 
of its propriety. I have thus, in a general way endea- 
voured to show what I would propose to effect in the 
way of repairs :-—-these repairs completed, and the 
whole finished, I could not consistently recommend the 
building to be locked-up, and left to its fate ; but, for 
the preserving of it, 1 would suggest that it be used as a 
school, for which, I believe, it is amply extensive ; and 
very little beyond what I have recommended as ne- 


_cessary repairs for its preservation, and would make it 


available for that purpose. I further beg leave to 
state, that I havé examined this subject in various 
ways, and thought of it for years, and the 
pleasuré I would otherwise have enjoyed in 
contemplating the interesting object in question, 
both in an architectural and antiquarian point 
of view, has always been marred by the existence 
of the modern structure adjoining, which is calculated 
to offend the experienced and practical eye ; and while 
I think of the comparatively easy task of removing 
this deformity, and ereeting a chapel more in keeping 
with the building which we all wish to preserve, I feel 
the matter has only to be bronght under the notice of such 
a meeting as this, to have the desired ends anticipated. 
Of the former existence of some building that was re- 
moved to make way for the present church, I have no 
doubt; and it is on the original of that building I would 
érect the chapel or nave, using thecell in which the 
tomb stands, as a vestry, The expense of such a chapel 
w ould be under £500." 

Mr. Sloane produced the ground plan and a fu ll design 
of stich a nave, to give 100 sittings in twenty- 
five open pews, extending north of the tower, having the 
reading desk and pulpit at the end next the Hagiascope, 
the side slant, of. which would, then again, transmit to 
to congregations the light of the old east window.

_ The Lord Chief Baron—If he lett the inane there 
is no evidence of it. ‘Ihe etidenve is that he attended 
upon Isabella Bankes, and he wrote to his wife to say 
that he could not come home in consequence of his 
medical aid being required in a case of illness. If he 
considers that an important fact he might have easily 
proved it. | 

Mr. Serjeant Parry---There is evidence that he was 
living at a boarding house 18 months without a siitgerv 
or anything of the kind. 

The Prisoner---[ only came from the Continent the 
year before last. 

The Lord Chief Baron then proceeded with the 
evidence. Having dwelt at some length upon the 
circumstances connected with the residence of the 
parties at Rifle-terrace and Kildare-place, he proceeded 
toa review of the circumstances connected with the 
sickness of Isabella Bankes at Richmond, adverting 
early in the enquiry to the fact that Dr. Smethurst had 
refused her a nurse at thetime that he had received 
her dividends, and had money of his own to a consider- 
able amougt in the London and Westminister Bank. 
He thought that the true solution of this was that 
tleprisoner was unwilling to leave a witness in the 
room. Then his own explanation of taking out the 
soup was that it was done to cool it, the doctor having 
ordered that everything should befresh and cool. But 
it must be remembered, in connection with this sub- 
ject, that scarcely any one was ever allowed to enter 
the room, and it was never cleaned out. 

Serjeant Parry reminded his lordship that Mrs. 
Wheatley said that she cleaned the room every morn- 
ing, and that she went in every evening also to clean it. 

he Lord Chief Baron said he had no noteof it. 

The Prisoner---My lord, it is correct. She always 
had sccess to the room, and in the evening to make the 
bed. Any other statement is false. 

The Lord Chief Baron---It isa matter of very little 
importance. 

Sergeant Parry— But, my lord, as affecting the pri- 
soner it is allimportant. Mrs. Wheatley twice spoke to 
the facts I have mentioned. 

The Lord Chiet Baron—aAll I can say is that I have no 
note of it. 

Sergeant Parry—I wish it to be fully in the know- 
ledge of the jury that such evidence was distinctly 
given. For that matter Mrs. Wheatley might be re- 
called. 

The Lord Chief Baron proceeded and commented 
strongly upon the anxiety which the prisoner manifested 
that Miss Louisa Bankes should not see her sister, par- 
ticularly on the Sunday when he introduced a strange 
man who made what was called her will. It might have 
been that Smethurst loved this lady, but at all events 
he loved her money more, and avarice swallowed up 
his affection. ‘Towards the close of the lady’s career he 
made the remarks, that as Miss Louisa Bankes had taken 
the whole responsibility upon herself, he should give 
out no tea nor gugar, and yet at this time hehad £71 15s 
of this Lady’s money at his bank. The will he induced 
Miss Bankes to sign he told the solicitor had bee: 
drawn up by a barrister in London, but the instrument 
was in his own handwriting, circumstances which, taken 
into eonncction with his previous conduct, proved that 
no reliance could be placed upon anything that Dr. 
Smethurst said. 

At one o’clock the court adjourned for refresh- 
ments. 

On the return of the learned judge, the jury com- 
plained of the intense heat-of the court. Yesterday, 
wien a similar complaint was made, the usher had to 
break two panes of ylass, and this afternoon a similar 
process was resorted to, the elaborate ventilating ar- 
rangements of the court having been found inadequate 
to a moderate supply of fresh air. 

The Lord Chief Baron proceeded with his summing 
up, and defended Dr. Taylor against the charges pre- 
ferred against him on account of his blunder. He con- 
cluded at 10 minutes to four, having cccupied in his 
summing up eight hours and a half, namely: an hour 
and three quarters last night, and six hours and three 
quarters to-day. 

‘The prisoner—-My lord, I wish to offer some observa- 
tions. 

The Lord Chief Baron—I cannot allow you to do so 
except through your counsel. 

‘The prisoner—Sergeant Ballantine is acquainted with 
the cause of the marriage, and the whole of the circum- 
stances. I forwarded to him a statement immediately 
after my arrest. It has not been properly elicited that 
my wife (Isabella Bankes) was possessed of a rever- 
sionary interest on £5,000, and I offer that as a sugges- 
tion why it would have been absurd on my part to take 


away her life. 
THE VERDICT, 

The jury then retired, and after an absence of 40 
minutes came into Court. 

The prisoner, on being replaced at the bar, looked 
painfully depressed. 

The Foreman then, in a tremulous voice, said he was 
sorry to say they had come to the conclusion that the 
prisoner not guilty. 

The Clerk of the Arraigns repeated—Do you find the 
prisoner guilty or not guilty? 

The jury answered Guilty. 

The Judge having put on the black cap, and the 
usual question having been asked, 

The Prisoner proceeded to address the Court, and 
spoke in a rambling strain for 50 minutes, He said 
that before that audience he would swear that he was 
innocent of the charge of having administered anything 
noxious to Isabella Bankes. I swear that before my 
God. It was true that they were united illegally, but 
that union was intended by them to be for a permanency. 
Isabella Bankes knew that he was married, and that she 
might be duly protected it was agreed that the union 
should be ratified hereafter, in the event of his wife, 
who was now seventy-four years of age, dying. There- 
fore it was intended to be of a permanent nature. They 
lived together after that time. There was a mutual 
attachment, and they never had an angry or disagree- 
able word. He wrote full particulars of the circum- 
stances to his family, and told them everything in rela- 
tion tothe marriage. With respect to the property there 
was a sum lent out on mortgage to Mr. Tart. Originally 
there was no security, and the security was only obtain- 
ed from that gentleman by means of law. whole 
matter was in Chancery, and if it had been sold as it 
was it would not have brought in £600. He 
might have had the whole and sole control of 
it if he had pleased, for there was nothing which 
Isabella Bankes would have withheld from him. But 
he did not want ft, for he did not owe any one a 
farthing and had as much as he wanted. Then with 
respect to leaving his wife. At the request of some of 
his friends, his wife s pie never to mentíon the subject 
of his going away, and to ask no questions. He went to 
see her, and she never said a single word on the subject, 
although he had every reason to believe she had a suspi- 
cion that he had been living with Miss Isabella Bankes. 
'The prisoner then entered at somé length into a criticism 
on the medical part of the case, and. made some severe 
reflections upon one or two gentlemen at Richmond, 
which of course we must refrain from giving. He in-

event of its turning out to be pices to the dying 
ient. It is manifest from evidence—it is con- 
by your own letters, that you kept the sister, 
Louisa Bankes, from seeing Isabella when she was dying, 
at the same time when you yourself were introducing a 
strange attorney to make a will in your behalf. You 
state that that was of no importance, for that you could 
have got the property at any time—-that you had 
the means of obtaining it whenever you pleased. It is 
incredible that in such a case you should have intro- 
duced within two days of the death of Isabelia 
Bankes a strange attorney to whom you had 
made a false representation. “It is  imeredible 
that, if you have got the property at 
any time, you should have. seized upon that fatal moment 
to insult the feelings of a woman you had ap- 
parently made your wife by calling her a “spinster,” 
and inducing hef to sign the will in her maiden name. 
It is impossible for you to say with any colour of truth 
that, while this was a matter of indiflerence to you, you 
should pursue such an extraordinary course—especially 
wien you got an attorney reluctantly to come on a 
Sunday morning to make a will, at a time when you 
told her sister that it was important that she should be 
kept perfectly quiet. If anything could add to the evi- 
dence which has been given against you, it appears to 
me that the statements you have just made have a strong 
tendency to confirm the result of that evidence which 
has been given during the trial. Your statement ap- 
pears to me perfectly unintelligible, and if allof it were 
true it could not interfere with the painful and awful duty 
which I haveto perform, . It remains with me now only to 
pass upon you the sentence of the law, which is, that you 
be taken to the place from whence you came, and irom 
thence to the place of execution, and that you be hanged 
by the neck until you are dead, and that your body be 
afterwards buried in the precincts of the prison in which 
you shall have been confined previous to your execution. 
And may the Lord have mercy on your soul. 

The Lord Chief Baron added—The execution of the 
Court is committed to the sheriff of the county of Sur- 
rey, where the offence was committed. 

The prisoner exclaimed—I declare that Dr. Julius is 
my murderer. I declare before God that I ami innocent. 

The prisoner was then removed from the dock, and 
conveyed by Mr. Kear. (the Governor) to Horsemonger- 
lane jail, where the execution will take place next Mon- 
day fortnight. 

‘The court was densely crowded, and thousands of 
persons had congregated outside anxious toascertain the 
result.

EXHIBITION OF PAINTINGS AT THE ROYAL 
IRISH INSTITUTION, 

We have seldom seen a more admirable collection of 
Oil Paintings than those at present on view at the Royal 
Irish Institution. There are upwards: of 500 exhibits, 
consisting chiefly of the choice works of modern artists 
whose numes are, in many instances, familiar to the 
public. Amongst the principal pictures which attracted 
our notice was an exquisite painting, by H. Pether (21); 
of “ James’ Park, with Buckingham Palace in the dis- 
tance.” The artist has selected his ground 
with great taste and judgment, at that _ parti- 
cular spot where the little breakers of the lake ap- 
pear, as it were rising up above the basements of the 
Palace, the clear moon shines over head, and dazzles in 
the waters below, while the roof tops and leaves of the 
trees are all tinged with a silver light; a tew ducks 
swimming about are the only animate objects. The 
picture is well painted, with the clear eye of an artist 
skilled in his avocation. “ Summer Time in the High- 
lands” (64) by Adams is also deserving of attention. 
(he bold mountains forming the bass-relief of the pic- 
ture are perhaps a little too high colowel, 
but the general effect of the entire is cool and gracious 
in the extreme. “ The Road Past the Farm” (84), J. 
E. Meadows, is a charming painting of a beautiful rur 1 
district. The association of images is perfect, while the 
colouring and atmospheric realization prove the artist 
a man of no second-rate ability, but of most refined taste. 
There are also two well executed paintings by Wash- 
ington Brownlow, and F. De Braekeleer, “ The 
United Service” (48), and “Harvest Home” (52), 
which would amply repay an inspection. ‘The foriner 
represents a couple of old pensioners playing at drafts, 
while a robust young sergeant sits at the same table 
reading a newspaper. The picture is thoroughly mili- 
tary. The thoughtful expression on the faces of all 
three men is admirably conceived, and carried out. A. 
Beattie’s painting—*“ On the Banks of the River Dill.” 
(71); “The Fisherman’s Return,” (44), J. J. Hill ; 
“Stackpool Rocks’ (25), H. Bright ; “ The Roadside 
Inn” (7),C. Burrell, are all, with many others, worth 
the attention of a visitor, and are certain to prove 
highly interesting to every admirer of the fine arts. 


Victims oF DIPHTHERIA4.—The Berkshire Chronicle 
publishes an able article on the ravages of diphtheria 
in that vicinity lately. The local obituary has re- 
corded the decease of to less than five members of one 
family, during two months, from this terrible disease, 
which has carried its ravages into families of the 
classes where sanitary precautions are of the highest 
standard. In these five deaths, it was to be observed 
that the family resided in one of the most salubrious 
localities imaginable—in a large farm-house, on 
a lofty eminence, apart from any other dwell- 
ing, and where health might be supposed to 
have found a favourite residence, The mor- 
tality commenced on the 21st of May with the death ot 
a child, about the age ofthree years and a half. On 
the 3rd of June, the father, a healthy and robust man of 
thirty-cight, succumbed after about three days’ illness. 
Six days after, the infant child, rather under two years 
of age, followed him; and twelve days after that, on the 
2ist of June, an interesting girl, aged eleven, de- 
parted. Finally, on the 5th ult., a son, just thirteen 
years old, made up the melancholy total of five. In 
the latter instances, the children had been removed 
from the house of death; but the insidious infection 
followed them.

The Duke of Richmond’s party, at Biackwa er Lodge, 
have met with good sport. 

CuMBERLAND.—The breeding season for grouse (says 
the Carlisle Patriot) this year has been favourable, 
but rather too dry. Birds are said to be very plen- 
tiful, especially in the Alston moor district; and 
it has been remarked that they have seldom been 
known to be better in quality or stronger than this 
ear. 

: DuMBARTONSHIRE.—The grouse were strong on the 
wing and very wild. The breeding season has been 
good in this county and the West Highlands gene- 
rally. — Sir James Colquhoun and his brother, Mr 
W. Colquhoun, bagged fifty-eight brace on the 12th. 
Dumraiesaire.—Our district is well stocked with 
grouse this year, and partridges are said to be very abun- 
dant, 

Firesarre.—John Balfour, Esq., of Balbirne, and 
party, passed over the grounds at the Bishop Hill in 
quest of grouse, which abuund there, and several capital 
shots were obtained. 

INVERNESSHIRE.—If not again so uniform, the snuecess 
has in many cases been very high. The birds are 
strong and healthy. Messrs. Coubloun and Oswald, 
although not long out, brought down 45 brace grotise, 5 
hares, and two plovers. Mr. Bruce, of Kennet, on the 
Crouidale moors had good sport. 


Satmon FISHING or THE Borne Axp NonTn- 
Eastern Coast OF Iretanp.—Drocuepa, Fripay, 
Aveust 19 ---On this day ends the salmon fishery 

license of the Boyne and North-Eastern Cuast of Ire- 

land from Skerries, county Dublin, to Donaghadee, in the 
county Down, ‘Lhishas been one of the worst scasons 

for the fishermen of the Boyne they had for many yturs. 

Indeed, it has not been good to these poor men for this 
five or six years past, owing to a variety of causes, the 
chief of which are the improvements the Commissioners 
of the Boyne River found it necessary to adopt tor bet- 
ter navigation thereof, the estuary of which was very 
wide formerly, and with the flow of the tide shoals of 
both salmon and trout used to come up, and ere? 
there was nearly twice the number of boats and hand? 
employed then, all got enough to do, As Í above men- 
tioned the Boyne Commissioners found it necessary to 
improvement to run two parallel walls out into the sea, 
for upwards of a mile, thus closing the estuary to a 
mere Narrow passage, so that the fish when they eome 
with flow of the tide to get up the river are thus stopped 
in their passage, and stray about the eoast from Bettys- 
town to Dunnany point, all along which there are bag 
or stake nets fixed for miles out by the gentlemen and 
respectable farmers —these nets are so constructed that 
the fish when once they center cannot get out, and they 
are only taken up every Saturday evening, and replaced 
on Monday morning at 6 o'clock. To these gentlemen 
and farmers it has been a lucrative season, but to the 
Drogheda boats, twenty-five in number, with a crew of 
four to each, one hundred in all, it has been quite the 
reverse. It is usual at the conmmencement of the seas 
‘gon for those who buy the fish trom them to send to 
Dublin to take oat licenses for them, and buy all their 
boat tackling, &c., which money so lent they are to pay 
back by instalments during the season, This season 
the fishing of the Boyne was so wretchedly bad that 
they could not pay back one penny of the money so ad 

vanced, but got more in debt, so that when the harvest 
set in all the men immediately quit their piscatory em- 
ployment, and hired as labourers, finding it-far more 

profitable.—From our Correspondent. 

Take or Herrinos.—Davourva, Feripay, Avoust 
19ri.— On yesterday evening as a small northern fisl- 
ing smack was passing by our bay, up south, she per- 
ceived the appearance of a shoal of herring. and in- 
stantly threw out their net for a cast, and enclosed a

They were offered, [ understand, 10s. for the 
porpoise, but refused that sum, preferring to bring it to 
Dublin, where they were sure of more money for it.—

It is perhaps this mission which has given rise to a report 
that M. Reiset has not shown sufficient firmhess in his 
negotiation with the Tuscan Government. At any rate,

Crimm tn Francu.—The Court of Assizes of the 
Gards, three days ago, tried a man named Sequier, for 
murder and robbery. On the 12th April last, one 
Coulomb, who keeps a roid-side public-!:ouse at some 
distance from the Monlesan, left home to work in his 
field, and on his return some time after, he was horrified 
to find his daughter, whum he had left alone in the house, 
lying bathed in blood; with stabs in her breast and her

On the 18th April, a woman on passing 
through a wood near St. Felix, a village some miles from 
Monlezan, saw a man ding as she thought, asleep 
beneath a tree,but she did not approach kim.

facilities that are provided by graving docks. ‘The 
s ips will rest upon main frames, these being sup- 
ported by numerous wheels and springs. The largest 
class of mm will travel without any undue motion 
or shock. ‘The whole will rest on five lines of rail- 
way, and any one line will be available for ordinary 
traffic. The railway will be practically level through- 
out, and we anticipate that a speed of 20 miles an hour 
will be maintained with safety. [I.ocomotives of special 
construction will be applied. We may remark, that 
a ship would be able to make a better use of her sails on 
the railway than on M. de Lesseps’ preposed canal. It 
now remains tur use to refer to the cost of construction, 
and we feel that we can du so with considerable reliance 
on our estimate. We calculate that the earthworks, 
permanent way, locomotives, piers, basins, lighthouses, 
hydraulic lifts, cradles; with tools and machinery, allow- 
ing an ample margin for contingencies; will amount to 
the sum of £4,800,000.” The estimates of M. de 
Lesséps’ proposition are next examined, and the writers 
come to the following conclusion :—“ From these reflec- 
tions, and considering that the first cost of the works we 
propose will be much less than that of the Lesseps’ canal— 
probably one-seventh of its total cost—we are -justitied 
in stating’ that the toll for passing over the rail- 
way will be proportionately less. We cannot close 
without referring to the disadvantages of any p!an in 
which the ordinary railway system enters for the 
union of the two seas. The unloading on one coast 
—the placing a large ship’s cargo in ordinary trucks 
--the transit of that cargo in many trains across the 
Isthmus--the unloading from the trucks into a 
second ship on the opposite shore---the necessity for 
the employment of two ships and two crews in 
place of one, for the same cargo---all 
cembine to counterbalance the advantages which 
the saving of time in the voyage might otherwise pre- 
sesent. By the system we have considered and now 
propose, a ship can be taken from one sea, and placed 
floating in the opposite sea, within a space >f sixteen 
hours. We believe that, were the canal opened, a longer 
time than this would be required for the transit of sailing 
vessels. As to steamers, it would be necessary to 
limit their speed, unless the sides of the canal were 
paved throughout. In considering the whole bearing 
of the question, we cannot but reflect that the vital inte- 
rests of the Viceroyalty of Egypt are directly affected. 
The means which, at the present day, are at the disposal 
of the great naval Powers, would make the projected 
canal equivalent to a continuous fort, placed on the 
breast of Egypt, for a distance of 80 or 90 miles, open at 
any moment to hostile occupation. Lastly, it is very 
evidént that at least one powertul nation purposes to 
prusécute the attempt of supplying a method of transit 
tor ships across the isthmus of Suez. Very serious com- 
plications may result from opposition on the part of 
Great Britain. We see in the system we. propose 
the means of avoiding the difficulties, apparent or real, 
because any political objections which may apply to an 
open canal are inapplicable, or very nearly so, to the 
proposition we have now the honour to lay before the 
public.— Belfast News-Letter,

FRENCH FETES 

(FROM THE PRESS). 
The scenes of half a ceutury ago are being reprodu- 
ced in Paris, The hot passions Jong characteristic of 
that singular nation retain and manitest all their ancient 
fervour. Their taste is unaltered, their tenipéra ment 
neither raised rior léwered,; hnd theif susceptibillty of 
pleasure is us intense and as easily and cheaply awkened 
as it Was when they celebrated tlie victories of Marengo, 
Austerlitz, aid Eylaw. The French seem to possess 
the extrdordinary power of burying evefy painful re- 
tinistence of battle-fields, of graves on which the grass 
has not had time to grow,and of losses in their hearts, their 
homes, and their hamlets that never can 
repaired, and of plunying into all the excitement 
of a fete with all the ecstacy dfa people that have 
Hothing to recal painful in the past, and nothing but 
what is joyous to on, at in the future. They are em- 
phatically the children of passion and impulse. Give 
them fetes and glory, and you may leave thousands 
buried under distant battle sods without awakening one 
regret or kindling in their souls one irrepressible pang. 
An English thanksgiving for a great vittory is, subdued 
and solemniged by a sense of the terfible price which 
hs beeh paid for it. It is awful and solemn, though it 
is eucharistic. Its must jubilant strain is in the minor 
key. Its loftiest poan has an undertone of Miserere. 
Gur people rejoice with trembling. ‘Their mightiest 
assemblage on such occasions is made up of hearts that 
ate breaking as we'l as hearts that are bounding. But, 
recognising the conflict which they meet to celebrate as 
a victory to Have been right ard inevitable, and our ac- 
ceptance of it to have been a stern and awful duty, they 
do not grudge while they grieve at the great sacrifice 
through which it has been attained. ; 


But the French forget all their losses, the memory 
and the multitude of the dead, the protracted sufferings 
of the wound, the widows that are aloné, and the or 
phans that weep, in the delirium of a grand spectacle or 
a splendid national fete.

Under these circumstances, and 
more so from the communications steadily improving, 
we have no doubt that eventually—it may be years— 
the trade will have a good supply of flax from India. In 
every community there are parties—croakers they should 
be named—who are apt to give everything new the cold 
shoulder. It is very probable it miay be said that it is 
impossible flax can be raised in India with profit, the 
charges are so heavy; it will not come home sound, and 
many more assertions of á like nature. We woiild ouly 
remind those individuals that the same Wiis $aid ut jute, 
and now the present consumption here is from thirty to 
iorty thousand tons a-year. Let the trade, theretore, 
take encouragement even from this small beginning, 
aud if they are persevering and determined in their 
efforts to get flax from India, no doubt it will make its 
appearance. 

There is a point well worthy of consideration reiative 
to Indian flax. The distance is so great that it will not 
pay to send it home ill cleaned and of bad quality, Itis 
notorivus that a very large quantity of the flax bought 
trom Russia and Prussia for a considerable time past is 
merely flax in name, some of it scarcely fit tor tow, and 
which should have been selected as codilla only. Great 
efforts were made some time ago by the Chamber of 
Commerce to get alterations made in the “ brack” abroad, 
but which, from experience since, has proved quite futile, 
and literally there has been a change, not in words, but 
only in another variety of letters. Let an imple supply 
of real good clean flax be brought from India or any 
other market, and this will produce greater changes 
than any “brack” whatever. 

It is to be hoped that the trade has now passed through 
a late hard trial; prices are now cousiderably lowef, atid 
it is reported that the prospecis for the growing flax are 
good. It is very difficult, however, to procure correct 
accounts, those from the Continent are various, and some 
uot even favourable. ‘The following is a late report 
from lreland:--- 

é The Irish flax crop has been falling off more or less 
in extent every year since 1853. That season there 
were 175,000 acres under flax crop, while last year the 
entire breadth little exceeded one-half of that acreage. 
The Registrar General has not yet issued his annual 
returns for this year, but it may be safely predicted 
that the extent of flax culture will be found much un- 
der the lowest of the last ten years. And besides this 
narrowed area, the yield, we regret to say, promises 
poorly, and in some cases is not likely to produce any- 
thing like an average. Down, Armagh, and ‘Tyrone, 
the chief districts for the finer descriptions of fibre, 
wll report short and stunted crops. The strong and 
continued droughts of April and May prevented many 
farmers, who had intended to grow flax ffom carrying 
out their intentions, while numbers of those who did 
sow it found the young plant looking so ill during the 
dry weather of June, that they ploughed up the land 
again, and put early turnips or late potatoes in its 
place. 

“ It is thus evident that the spinners of Ireland can- 
not depend largely on the produce of the home crop 
for their supplies, as even were if to turn outa full 
average, the requisite supply would fall immensely 
short of meeting the demands of the trade. An addition 
is needed somehow.” 

The conclusion of the whole matter is, let not the 
trade be éntirely dependent on Russia, Prussia, or Ire- 
land ; look for new markets, and when one is pointed 
out as being most suitable, give it trial after trial, an 
after atime these efforts will be rewarded by the wished- 
for object being gained.—Dundee Advertiser.

Out of this the directors re- 
commend a payment of ós. per share on the original shares, 
amounting to £1,428 10s., and leaving a balance of £383 
14s. 10d. to be carried to the account of next half-year. 
The directors are induced to take this course, feeling 
that the original shareholders have a right to a partici- 
pa on in the earnings of the company, the moment such 
can fairly be given with safety to the interest of t 
company. Since the last half-yearly meeting, the arbi- 
tration for the Night Mail Service, then pending, has 
been held, and a sum of 4s. per mile awarded.
